STATE DEVELOPMENT CAMPAIGN 


T he N orthw est Development Committee o f the Civic & Com­ 
merce Association of Minneapolis has inaugurated an aggressive 
policy with respect to immigration, settlement and development in 
the newer and comparatively unoccupied sections of our state, 
with a view to bringing millions of unoccupied tand§ under culti­ 
vation—both state and government lands and private holdings. 
In a circular fetter the committee Avell says: 
“The cut-over lands along the south shore of Hie Great Lakes 
and westward in Minnesota offer the last opportunity in the rain 
belt for the purchase of cheap lands adapted to agriculture. The 
opening of the Great Lakes-St. Lawrence route will bring every 
acre of this land within ten hours or less of ocean transportation. 
This section is certain to profit moi ok ansi y by this waterway en­ 
terprise. 
The fact that here are large areas of first-class soil 
awaiting the settler cant long escape notice. 
This land must be 
thought of, however, not as an almost impenetrable tangle on 
which the settler without resources is to spend a life-time 
clearing an acre or two a year but as land 'to which the cost of 
clearing and ditching when necessary must be added to the origin­ 
al price, after whidh it will, cleared and ready for the plow, cost 
less than prairie lands in a similar condition—that is, ready for 
the plow.”
